In addition, I discuss and comment on the files online and make them 
available through non-profits such as the library Internet Archive and the 
journalist non-profit MuckRock, disseminating them to a large audience, while my 
research is not limited to this, a great deal of it, including this, focuses on the 
activities and attitudes of the government itself. As such, it is not necessary for 
me to demonstrate the relevance of this particular subject in advance. 

As my primary purpose is to inform about government activities by reporting on it 
and making the raw data available, I request that fees be waived. 

I also request that, if possible and pursuant to Conn. Gen. Stat. § l-212(d), fees 
be waived as I believe this request is in the public interest and not made for 
commercial gain. The requested documents will be processed by a representative of 
the news media/press and made available to the public at MuckRock.com. 

In the event that there are fees, I would be grateful if you would inform me of the 
total charges in advance of fulfilling my request. I would prefer the request 
rilled elecLrunically, by e-mail alLachmeiil if available or CD-ROM if nuL.
